the Governour diminiſhed every 
day. After ſeveral Deliberations, 
they found no means more lawful 
to prevent the Conſequences of it, 
than'that of having recourſe to their 
Sovereign,and reſolved to ſend ſome 


_ ©. one or other into Spazn, for the 


carrying their Complaints to the 
King, againſb the Uſurpations of the 
Governour, for to penetrate once 
for all, if all the Means which the 
Governours uſed to debaſe 'em, pro- 
ceeded from a particular Hatred 
which they had againſt 'em, or from 
an Order of the Court. The Prince 
of Efcaletta ſeeing that Diſpoſition, 
employed all his Friends to obtain 
that Employment , in hopes that 
being Ambaſſadour, they could no 
longer deny to let him fee his Mti- 
ſtreſs ; but the remembrance of the 


ul Treatments the Houſe of C igals 
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had received from the Spanzards, and 


the hatred they nouriſh'd upon that 
account in their Hearts, made 'em 


prefer Don Philip Cigala, Tolanda's 


Uncle, before the Prince of Eſcalet- 
:4, in an Employment wherein the 
main Buſineſs was to maintain their 
Liberty, and oppoſe the Jealouſie of 
the Spaniards, The Prince having 
notice hereof, comforted himfelt for 
tne Refuſal he had met with, in 
hopes that Don Philip,who eſpouſed 
his Intereſts, and was his particular 
Friend, would ſuddenly bring back 
his Niece. He was the firſt to con» 
gratulate this new Ambaſlador, and 
preſs him forthwith to depart... Don 
Philip embarqued ſhortly after, and 
promiſed the Prince to do his good 
Offices in his favour with Tolayda. 
But the Counteſs of Caftelmara ha» 
ving had notice of this Meſſmeſe's 
departure, gave the Marchioneſs of 
Villa-Franca to underitand, That it 
was of the greate{t conſequence to 


her, LO prepolleſs the Miniſters as p 


co 
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fo this Voyage,. and-to traverſe 
the Negotiation of Don Phi/ip, be- 
cauſe ſhe had received notice, That 
this Ambaſſador came away with 
deſign to carry back his Niece, 
which would abſolutely ruine the 
Project of the Duke of. Fernandina's 
Match. The Counteſs found it no 
hard matter to perſuade the Mini- 
ſters, the Council of Spain having 
Jong before taken the reſolution to 
deſtroy the Senate of Meſſina , be- 
cauſe of the reſiſtance the Spaniſ/ 
Governours met with in that Com- 
munity, 

Don Philip being arrived at Ma- 
drid, they took the Pretext not to 
to receive him, by refuſing him the 
Quality of Ambaſſador. tho' they 
had never made any difficulty to 
give that Title to the Deputies of 
the City of Meſſina; and far from 
hearkning to the Remonſtrances 
and Submiſſions, it was taken into 
deliberation, whether the Ambalſla-- 


dor- ſhould be taken into cuſtody. 
; Don 
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Don Philip having had ſecret notice 
hereof, gave 'em not time to execute 
their Deſigns, and retired in all 
haſte, without ſo much as having 
ſeen his Niece, not daring to vene 
ture going to the Palace, for fearot 
being ſciſed on. The Meſſineſes ſees 
ing Don Ph/;pxeturn with fo little 
ſarisfaction, were ſo provoked by 
the Contempt rhe Spaniards had of 
their Submiſſions, that they no lon 
ger doubted of the il|-will of the 
Spanrards, whom they looked upon 
as Perſecutors; and fince'that time, 
the Troubles of Meftmra have ever 
been augmenting. | 

* Whar ſhare ſoever that the Prince 
of Eſcaletta took inthe Publick Af- 
fairs, hearing of the 1l[ ſucceſs of his 
Friends Voyage, the Intereſt of his 
Love contributed . very much ta 
the making him deteſt the unjuſt 
Proceedings of the 'Spantards, He 
complained ti;ereof to all the World, 
and ſpoke of it. in ſuch Terms as 


ſutiiciently gave to underſtand, —_ 
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he intereſted himſelf in this Buſineſs | 
after another manner than what - 
concerned the Publick. The tear of 
ſeeing a Spaniard Poſleſlor of his 
Miſtreſs,gave him continual Alarms; 
and onely thinking how to hinder 
this Misfortune, he had ſeveral Con- 
ferences with the Relations of the 
Houſe of Ciga/a, who gave with 
delight their Conſent to his Marri- 
age with Tolanda. There was now 
nothing more to do, than to have 
her brought back from Spain ; and 
this was what troubled the Prince 
moſt, upon the Difficulties he fore- 
faw in this Return. He would not 
have ſtuck returning to Madrid,and 
demanding her. of the Queen, ſe- 
.conded- with: the Conſent 'of her 
Relations, which he could eafily 
have obtained in Writing ; but the 
knowledge he had of the Spaniſh 
Policy; made him: with'reaſon fear, 
that his Love would be made in him 
a Crime of State, and that perhaps 
it might be laid hold on for an oc- 
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caſion of taking him into cuſtody, 
for having abandoned without Or- 
der the Employment which the 
Court had confided in him the Year 
foregoing. All theſe Reafonings 
augmented his Diſquiets, and his 
Paiſion was tooſtrong to permit him 
to be calm, being ſeparated from 
what he loved, with 1o little like» 
lihood of meeting in a good while. 

Don Thomas Caraffo, who had 
married a Lady of the Houſe of 
Cizala, by whom he had ſeveral 
Children, and who by his Quality, 
his Age, and his Credit, was the 
Perſon who gave moſt weight to all 
the D2liberations of the Family, for 
the bringing about the Pretenfions 
of the Prince of" Eſcaletta, was of 
opinion to interpoſe the Authority - 
ot the Princeof Ligne, 'atthat time 
Viceroy of Szcily, 'and-very thuch 
beloved by the Meſinefes, for the 
knowledge they had of his Equity, 
and'of his Humour, an' Enemy -to 
all Violeaces.

of the Spaniards, and to detain the 
Populace, provoked by the Cheats 
of the Governour, that they had 
not time to think of giving ſuccour 
to Tolanda, nor aliiit with their 
Counſels the Prince of Eſcaletta. 
Thus this unhappy Lover, having 
no more proſpect of any reſource, 
abandoned himſelf to all the Expe- 
dients which his Deſpair inſpired 
him with ; and having made Pro- 
viſion of Money and Jewels, he 
went away for Algzers, and put 
himſelf into the Hands of the fa- 
mous Corſair 7r:#, whom he endea- 
voured: to engage in his Intereſts, 
by the Preſents which he heaped 
upon him, and by the- Diſcourles, 
filled with Flattery, wherewith he 
accompanied his Liberalities,, own- 
- ing to him ſincerely, that the Re- 
| putation of his Valour had obliged 
hira to court his Protetion, tor the 
bw delivering 
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delivering his Miſtreſs from the Op- 
prefſion of the Spaniards, This 
Corſair unmediately promiſed 'to 
ſerve him, with aſſurances, 'that he 
ſhould quickly know, that he was 
not deceived in the good Opinion 
which he had conceived of him, 
Whereupon he armed-/two: good 
Ships, and put to Sea, with a reſo» 
lution of waiting for Tolanda, and 
of taking her when ſhe ſhould pals 
into '/taly. That Lovely Perſon was 


in the mean while under inconcet- 


vable Diſquiets : The hideous Idea 
ſhe had formed to her felf of the 
Prince of Eſcaletta's Infidelity, had 
determined her to put her felf to 
death , when ſhe -could no longer 
defer being the Wite of the Duke of 
Fernandina. Being upon the point 
of departing from Madrid, the went 
to ny leave of her Companions: 
Donna Zhereſa des Gomez, who had 
long been'in love with the Duke of 
Fernaudina', had always flattered 
her ſelf with marrying him ;'and 
'B - my ſeeing

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ſeeing Tolanda was ready to depart, 
vex'd that a Stranger was going 10 
fruſtrate her of her Hopes, by rob- 
bing her of the Man ſhe loved; and 
imagining that the Marchioneſs of 
Villa- Franca had joyned with Tolan- 
da to deceive her, when that they 
had engaged her to feign her being 


| | beloved by the Prince of E/calerra, 


the remembrance of this Injury, and 
the regret of lofing her Lover, 
touched her ſo to the quick, that ſhe 
could not forbear declaiming and 
tearing the Letter of the Prince of 
Eſealetta, reproaching Tolanda with 
her Perfidiouſneſs, and complaining 
of her having been betray 'd. Tolan- 
da ſurpriſed at this action, perceived 
by this Sally, .and' by-the other Di- 
fcourſes with which Donna Thereſa 
held her, that they had been. both 
deceived. She endeavoured to ap- 
peaſe her, by a fincere confeſſion of 
the Truth - But Donna Thereſa, who 
had her Mind prepofleſs'd, and who 
_ regulated the Sentiments of _—_ 

or 
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for the Duke of Fernandina, by her 
own, not being able to underſtand 
how that any other could hate a 
Man whom ſhe found ſo amiable, 
r:fuſed to hear her, and without 
entring into any further clearing of 
the Point, the retired in diſorder, ha- 
ving not the power to ſupport the 
preſence of a Rival "whom ſhe 
thought happy. 

Atter this Sally of Donna Thereſa, 
Tolanda did no longer doubt but thac 
her Lover had ever been faithful ta 
her ; and this thought gave her the 
more horrour for the Marriage ſhe: 
was threatned with. In the mean 
while, ſhe was nevertheleſs forced to 
reſolve on her departure. The Coun- 
tels of Caſtelmara was encharged 
with her ConduQ. They embarqued 
at Barcelona, in a Gally of. Spain, 
which had order to carry 'em into: 
Sicily, The Diſquiets of Tolanda 
augmented by the ſame degrees that 
ſhe approached her Country ; and 
and tho' ſhe was in great hopes of

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the Love of the Prince of E/caletta, 
and of the Kindneſs of her Relati- 
ons,.the Authority of the Duke of 
Fernandina made her fear the worſt, 
She was in theſe agitations when 
that the Ships of 7r/# gave the A- 
larm to the Spaniſh Gally.

The Match at firſt ſeemed very une- 
qual, and there ſeemed to be teme- 
rity in reſiſting two Ships ſo well 
armed - Nevertheleſs, the Captain, 
without being daunted by the Me- 
naces . of 7riF, who had declared 
he would ſink him if he delayed 
yielding up the Gally,defended him- 
ſelf with great Valour, and gave to' 
underſtand by his vigorous Refi- | 
ſtance,that he would not ſuffer him- 
ſelf to be ſo eaſily taken as the Cor- | 
fair had imagined. The enamour'd | 
' Prince of Eſcaletta fearing that the | 
| obſtinacy | 
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obſtinacy of this Captain would 


prove:the deſtruction of his Miſtrels, 
faw not one Broad ſide given which 


gave not cruel Alarms to his Love: 


He repreſented to himſelf - every 
moment the Deſpair he thould be 
reduced to, it by misfortune he was 
going to be the Caule of Tolarda's 
Death ; arid -not being willing to 
expoſe any longer a Perſon whom 
he loved more than his own Lite, he 
reſolved at length to periſh himſelt, 
or to ſecure her without hazarding 
theleſing her. -Fhis obliged him to 
defire 7rik to give him a Pinnace, 
with ſome Soldiers, to board the 
Gally with Sabre in hand. ' The 
Corſair, who was irritated by the 
raſh Reſiſtance of the Spaniards, 
made ſome difficulty, pretending he 
would not expoſe him to ſo evident 
a danger, tho' in his Soul he was not 
ſorry for it, in-hopes of gaining his 
Jewels, and perhaps that he might 
diſpoſe of Tolanda according to his 
own will and-pleaſure, of whom he 


a 
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had framed to himſelf an agreeable 
Idea, by the Diſcourſes of her Lo- 
ver. The Prince having inſiſted in 
. hisdemand ofa Pinnace, the Corfair 
feemed to be overcome with repug- 
nance, and to yield'to his Importu- 
nittes, and gave it him, with thirty 
reſolute Soldiers, who boarded the 
Gally in. ſpite of all the firing of the 

Spaniards, The Prince having +fix'd | 
upon the Captain, whom he eaſily 
diſtinguiſhed by his Valour, was ſo 
happy as to diſable him immediate- 
ly; and imagining the 7urks would 
without pain ſubdue the otliers, the 
impatience he was in to fee his Mi- 
ſtreſs, mingled with the apprehen: - 
ſion ſhe might be dead, made him 
abandon the care of purſuing his 
Victory, to learn news of her. What 
averſion ſoever 7olanda had for the 
Duke of Fernandina, the Image of 
Death, and the fear of being in a lit- 
tle time the Prey .of a barbarous 
Corſair , had made her forget her 


'Hatred,eſpecially after the Compatii- 
on | 
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on ſhe had for the Death of the 
Counteſs: of Caſtelmara , * who had 
Leen killed with a Cannon-ſhot. She 
implored the Succours of. Heaven 
with a great Reſignation, when that 
the- Prince of Eſcaletta, who: was 
deſcended into the bottom of- the 
Hole to ſee her, preſented himſelf 
beſore her eycs. It is calie to judge 
of Telanda's ſurpriſe, who expe&ed 
nothing more than. Death, ſeeing in 
that moment appear the onely Per 
ſon in the World who made her love 
Lite. The Prince finding her in a 
very deplorable eſtate, Fear nothing, 
Madam, faid he. to her, 1 am here ta 
deliver you. The ſurpriſe ſhe was 
in at the ſight of her Lover, had like 
to have been more fatal to her than 
her Fear had been : She fell into a 
Swoon in the Arms cf her Women, 
and the Prince of Eſcaletta being re- 
aſſured at the ſight of a Perſon who. 
was ſo dear to him,. thought of no» 
thing more than of rendring him- 
ſelf Maſter of the Gally, -and. re- 
 # wa turned. 
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turned again above deck in all haſte, 
without ſo much as perceiving 7o- 
landa's being fallen into a Swoon. 
He found that the Spaniards defend- 
ed themſelves with an extraordina- 
ry Opinativeneſs; and animated 
with that noble Ardour which his 
Love inſpired him with, he ruſhed 
in amonglt *em, and was ſo welNe- 
- conded by the Turks, that in a ſhort 
time he found no more Reſiſtance. 
But he could not gainfo conſiderable 
Advantage, without being wound- 
ed in ſeveral Places, tho' ftomewhat 
ſlightly. 7rik, who was juſt come þ. 
.. on board the Gally, having | pant 
ved that the Prince loſt Blood, cau- 
fed him to be carried away, in ſpite 
of his Reſiſtance, and gave order he 
thould be carried into a Ship, where 
an able Chirurgeon ſearched his 
Wounds. p 
--*The Corſair, in the. mean while, 
ſearched all the Corners and Cranies 
_ of theGally, where he thought any 
Money might be hid, as ofren hap- 
pens 
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pens in ſuch like Occaſions. Tolanda 
being recovered from her Swoon, 
and thinking to find the Prince, was 
terribly frighted to ſee the Corſair 
approach, whoſe Meen alone inſpt- 
red Terrour. Trik, ſtruck with the 
Luſtre of fo ſurpriſing a Beauty, 
pauſed a moment to conſider her; 
and tho' the feemed to him very 
amiable, his Avarice prevailed over 
all the Motions of his Heart, anJ 
the deſire of finding Money, which 
the Turks are more greedy of than | 
all other Nations, obliged him to 
ask her if ſhe knew not where thz 
Captain of the Gally had concealed 
his Treaſure, 7olanda, in ſtead of 
making him any anſwer, abandoned 
her ſelf to Tears, no longer doubt- 
ing but that ſhe was a' Slave, and 
imagining that the exceſs of her 
Love had deceived her, when ſhe 
tancied ſhe had ſeen the Prince of - 
Efcaletta, FUL 
The Corfair, for his part; had his 
thoughts wholly. bent on reaping 
| the 
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the Spoils of the Spani/h Captain, by 
cauſing what was moſt precious in 
the Gally, to be tranſported into his 
Ships, the Gally being too much 
diſabled to avoid Shipwrack. He 
ordered that To/anda ſhould be car- 
ried into his own Ship, as well as 
ſeveral Travellers who had taken 
that occaſion of going into tay. 
Tolanda was hardly got into the Pin- 
nace, than that the Gally-ſlaves 
were heard to cry out after a lamen- 
"table manner, Then they all perceti- 
ved that the Gally was upon fink- 
ing. The Cries redoubled, and there 
aroſe a contuſion of piteous Voices 
of Perſons who were going to pe- 
riſh, whereof ſeveral caſt 'emſelves 
into the Sea. Nay, 7rik himſelf ran 
a great riſque, and ſaved himſelf by 


| "ſwimming, with ſome difficulty, 


They had juſt done ſearching the 
Prince of Eſcaletta's Wounds, which 
were found very ſlight, when that 
this: doleful Noiſe Rruck his Ears. 
His Love making him fear the 
| : work, 
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worſt, he crawled towards. that ſide 
where the Gally was, : which he faw 
diſappear in a moment ; and not 
doubting but that his Miſtreſs was 
ſwallowed up by the Waves, becauſe 
he knew not of her having been 
conveyed into the other Ship , he 
onely gave ear to his Deſpair, and 
precipitated himſelf into the Sea, 
much leſs out of hopes of ſuccour- 
ing her, than not to ſurvive her, His 
Men having caſt 'emſelves 1n after 
him, ſaved him againſt his will, juſt 
in the nick of time he began no lon- 
ger to be able to reſiſt the violence 
of the Billows,and carried him again 
on board,- where he recovered his 
Spirits, by the care they took to 
make him vomit up. the Water he 
had ſwallowed. But his Grief- was 
not the leſs ſtrong, and turning to- 
wards the Corſair, from whom he 
thought he had received the Help 
he had newly given him, What have 
I done, too generous 'Trik, faid he to © 
him, for to oblige you to deprive me 


of 
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of the onely Comfort I have left, of 
accompanying in Death that Perſon 
who alone rendred Life ſupportable to 
me? Trik perceiving by this Di- 
{courſe that the Prince was prepoſ- 
ſefs'd of Tolanda's being drowned, 
was not over-ſorry at. his Errour, 
the Charms of. that Beautiful Perſon 
having already inſpired him with 
Sentiments of Love. He confirmed 
'to him the Death of his Miſtreſs, 
giving him to underſtand, that he 
had in vain uſed his Endeavours to 
fave her, but that the Gally ſunk fo 
ſuddenly, that- he himſelf had like 
to: have been buried in the Billows. 
The Prince finding his Grief re- 
newed by the Diſcourſe of the Cor- 
fair, would have ſtole away the fe- 
cond time to-have flounced into the 
Sea ; but he was prevented by -his 
Men, who watched him with all 
the. care imaginable, leſt he ſhou'd 
make himſelt away. 'Trik in the 
mean While went into the other 
Ship, under colour of giving _ 
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the Orders neceſſary, coverin g per- 
haps with that pretext the pretling 
deſire he had of ſeeing 7olanda, and 
of preventing either ſhe or the 
Prince having any Tidings of one 
another. He found her more charm- 
ing than ſhe had ſeemed to him the 
firit time, and bccame paſſionately 
enamour'd. But as he had got a ha- 
bit of making all his Sentiments ſub- 
'mit to thoſe of his Avarice, and 
judging by the exceſs of his Paſlion, 
of Tolauda's Beauty, he reſolved to 
carry her to Conſtantinople, where 
thoſe Women are ſold at a dear rate, 
as are handſom enough to enter in- 
to the Serag/io of the Grand Seignior. 
The more he ſaw her, the more he 
found her to abound in Charms. 
Tolauda in the mean while recolle- 
Qed all that had hapned to her in 
the Gally , and not being able to 
undeceive her ſelf, but that ſhe had 
ſeen the Prince of E/caletta, ſhe 
could not underſtand how he had 
diſappeared and vaniſhed ſo _ 
ri 
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Trik accoſting her, found her in a 
very deplorable condition, and. en- 
deavouring to ſpeak to her, he pre- 
tended to comtort her, and told. her, 
That her Circuniſtances were not 
ſo unhappy as (he imagined, ſince ſhe 
was fallen into the hands of a Man 
who had a great reſpect for Ladies, 
and that he ſhould be very ſorry to 
do any thing to diſpleaſe her. Tolan- 
da being detirous to inform her Nelt 
whether ſhe had ſeen the Prince of 
Eſcaletta, or a Phantaſm; thanked 
Trik for his Civility, aad told him, 
That the loſs of her Liberty was not - 
what afflicted her moſt, having been 
long accuſtomed to Servitude ; but 
that ſhe fancied ſhe had ſeen, before 
ſhe was brought on board that Ship, 
a Cavalier of her own Nation, in 
whom ſhe took a great-deal of Inte: 
reſt, and whom ſhe was afraid did 
periſh in the Gally. 7 z# be the 


Prince of Eſcaletta you mean, (aid the 


Corſair to her, 7 partake with you in 
the PR for his death : He was 


wy} 
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my Friend, and I could not- ſave him 
from the Shipwrack, what Endeavours 
ſoever I uſed, and what Care and 
Pains ſoever I took to free him out 
of that Peril. He is then dead, and 
I was uot miſtaken, cried the ſad 7o» 
landa : After which, Tears and Sobs 
ſtifled her Voice. This News did fo 
ſenſibly affli&t her, that ſhe would 
have drawa Compailion” from a 
Heart leſs hardned than that of a 
. Corſair, This wicked Wretch, at> 
ter having given his Orders to the + 
Officers, returned to the Ship where- 
in the Prince was on board, in a 
condition much like to- that of Ta- 
landa, and as cruelly tormented for 
the loſs of his Miſtreſs, as ſhe had 
been aftliated at the Tidings of her 
Lover's being caſt away. 7rik be- 
ing already impatient to fee him 
gone, repreſented to him, That it 
was unbecoming ſo great a Courage, 
to abandon himſelf to Grief ; That 
he ought to reſolve upon ſamething 
without any farther delay ; and "_ 
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he would ſhew his Love much bet- 
ter by revenging his Miſtreſs, and | 
by entertaining an irreconcilcable | | 
Hatred againſt the S9aniards, than | 
by ſuffering himfelf to be led away | 
by an uſeleſs Pcfpair, The Prince 
had a kind of ſcorn at the 7urk's 
Remonſtrances, and his Wounds not 
being fo conſiderable as to hinder 
him trom acting, he came of a ſud- 
den to a Determination ,' and reſol- 
ved toreturn to Meſſina, with a de- 
ſign of making there a cruel War 
upon the Sparzaxds, whom he look- 
ed upon as the Authors of Tolanda's 
Death. He defired 7rik to. carry 
him into ſome Port where he might 
embarque for Meſſina; but being 
told how difficult it was to get thi- 
ther, by reaſon of the oppoſition of | 
ſome Spani/h Ships which guarded 
the Coaſts, to hinder any ViEtuals 
or Proviſions being carried into Meſ- 
fina, which they pretended to re- 
duce by Hunger , the Prince was 
obliged to embarque in a Ship which 
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he met with by chance, bound for 
Venice, where he arrived two days 
| after. At Yernzce he was informed, 

| how that the Diſorders of Meſſina 
augmented every day, and that the 
Senate and Nobility, being reduced 
to extremity, had ſent Deputies to 
Rome, for the beſecching the Ambaſ- 
ſador of Spain to implore in favour 
of *m the Clemency of the Queen- 
Regent. The Prince extremely ſur- 
priſed at this-News, went Poſt-haſte 
to Rome, to hinder this Accommo=- 
dation , which deprived him of the 
Means and Occaſions of being re- 
venged on the Spaniards. He iſco 
vered at his arrival at Rome, that 
Don Antonio Caraffo was there, with 
two Senators, and that the Rumour 


| which was ſpread abroad, of their 


being upon the.point of an Accom- 
modation with the Ambaſſador of 
Spain, was an Invention of Carafe, 
who had found out that Expedient 
to make his Voyage with the more 
ſecurity, and to amuſe thoſe who 

were 
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were ſti}l in the Spaxi/h Party ; tho' 
thetr Deſign was to take Meaſures 
with the Cardinal and Duke d' E- 
 firees, to ſound if the Moſt Chri- 
ſtian King was willing to take the 
City of Meſſina into his ProteQtion, 
The Prince of Fſcaletta, overjoyed 
at hearing a Reſolution ſo contor- 
mable to his Sentiments, went to 
the Houſe of the Ambaſſador of 
France,, and having made himſelf 
known, he was admitted to the ſe- 
cret Conferences which the Depu- 
ties of Me/ina had with the Cardinal 
d* Eſtrees; but to no purpoſe, be- 
cauſe that the Heſſneſes,who thought 
leſs to give /emlelves to the French, 
than to ſatisfie their great and conti- 
nual Hatred againſt the Spaniards, 
were ſtill uncertain, the Diviſion be- 
ing ſo great among 'em, that ſome 
revoked what the others had conclu- 
ded. Nevertheleſs, deſpairing of be- 
ing reconciled with the Spaniards, 
Don Antovin Caraffo had order from 
the Senate to go into France, to be- 
ſcech 
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ſcech his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty to 
fuccour the People of Meſſina, He 
found many Difficulties in making 
his Voyage, becauſe that the Spanz- 
ards, who are better ſerved by their 
Spies than by their Captains, having 
notice thereof, ſent Scouts abroad. 
and way laid him, for the having 
him ſeiſed. But he. traveſtied him- 
felt ſo well, that he deceived their 
Vigilance,and got into France,where 
he laid open the Occaſion of his 
Journey, and the Extremities the 
People of Meſſina were reduced to, 
who were brought to eat Inſefts, af- 
ter having conſumed their Horſes 
and their Dogs, and could not avoid 
periſhing either by Famine or by 
Rage, in the Reſolution they had 
taken, of preferring Death before the 
Spaniſh Tyranny. 

Lews the Great, who has no leſs 
Compallion for the Miſerable, than 
he -has Rigour for thoſe who dare 
oppoſe him , was ſo moved at the 
Oppreiſioa of theſe poor People, 
that 
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that he gave *em great Succours in 4 
time when the numerous Armies of 
the Allies in Flanders, that of the 
: Germans upon the Rhine, the Fogces 
of the Spaniards in Catalontia,® and | 
the great Fleet of the Fol/anders up- 
on the Coaſt of Britany, would have 
made a leſs courageous King think of I 
the Defence of i1us Territories, with- 
_ out ſending his Troops and his Ships 
to the further Ends of Europe, for the 
relieving an oppreſſed City, eſpeci- 
ally not being able to foreſee at that 
time,that the ConjunCture of Afﬀairs 
would oblige him to withdraw 'em. 
In the mean while, News came to 
Meſſina of the pretended Shipwrack 
of 7o/anda. All the Nobility were 
equally concerned af it, ſome out 
of Intereſt of Blood, and others out 
of the Compaſiion they had of. the 
Deſtiny of a Perſon of her Birth ; 
and if they could: have added any 
_ thing to the implacable Hatred they 
had already againſt the Spaniards, 
her Death would have very much 
contributed

contributed to augment it. . All the 


Prince of Eſcaletta's F riends wrote 
to him to Rome Letters of Conſola- 
tion, Which had the commen Suc- 
ceſs of that ſort of Epiſtles; and his 
Relations, who had thought him 
dead, deſired him to return to Mey» 
2a, to comfort 'em for the Afiition 
the News of his Death had created 
in 'em. He began his Journey ac- 
cordingly , but had the misfortune 
to be taken at Sea by a Majorca Pri- 
vatier, who having known him for 
a Meſſi neſe, delivered him immedi- 
ately to the Duke of Fernandina, 
who was at that time Viceroy of 
Sicily. This generous Duke, who 
had formerly known the Prince of 
Eſcaletta, and had no ſhare in all the 
Artifices which his Mother madeuſe 
ot for the conſtraining To/auda to 
accept him for her Husband, was ſo 
touch'd_ at his Rivals Misfortune, 
hat very far from executing upon 
um the Qrder he had received from 
Pain, to put to death all rhe Meſfi- 


xeſes 
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»2/es who ſhould fall into his Hands, 
he went to fee him in the Priſon, 
under pretext of queſtioning him 
concerning the Aftairs of Meſſina, 
and comforted bim in Terms very 
civil and obliging, aſluring him, that 
he needed not to be under any fear 
of his Life, and that he would make 
known to him, that he had never 
merited his Hatred, tho' he had been 
his Rival, adding with a kind of 
confuſion, That he had but lately 
known the Violence that had been 
done To/anda upon his account, and 
that he would have rather choſen to 
have loſt her Fortune, than to have 
married her againſt her will. - The 
Prince of Eſcaletta, confuſed to find 
ſo much Generoſity in a Man whom 
the Intereſt of his Love had made 
him look upon as his moſt cruel Ene- 
my, was at firſt ſomething touch'd 
by the Duke's obliging Diſcourſes: 
But repreſenting; to himſelf, that 
great Courage finds much -more fa 


tisfation in a fſuch-like — 
tnaſl 
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than in another more bloody, he 
fancied it would be a poorneſs of 
Spirit in him-to make ſhameful Sub- 
mulions to his Rival, and made him 
anſwer after a haughty manner, 
That it was in vain for him to do 
himſelf the Honour to ſave his Lite, 
which was not in his power, with- 
out diſobeying the Orders of Spaiy ; 
That his preſent Circumſtances 
would make him receive Deatlr as a 
Favour, having onely ſurvived 79- 
{anda to revenge her, in contribu- 
ting to deliver his Country from 
the Inſults of the Spantards ; and 
that at preſent, that the French were 
entred into Meſſiza, he had nothing 
more to deſire. The Duke of Fer- 
nandina, admiring this Generoſity, 
replied, That he ought to have more 
reſpectful Sentiments for his Lawful 
Prince; and then aſſured him, that 
his Power was not ſo limited, but 
that he could preſerve his Life, withe 
out diſobeying the King. The Con- 
ſequences juſtified that he ſpoke to 

G him 
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*him with ſincerity ; and he not one- 
Ay ſweetned his Impriſonment, by 
ſeveral little Liberties which he gave 
him, bur he wrote alſo into Spazr, 
That he had deterred putting him to 
death, that ſo the Nobility of Sicily | 
-might not be wrought up to perfect | 
Deſpair, and to prevent the Cabals 
which his Relations, whoſe Power 
was formidable, would have made 
.in the other Cities of the Kingdom, 
which were already ſufficiently ſtag- 
.gered by the Example of Meſſina ; 

adding, That he was in hopes uſe- 

:fully to employ the Miniſtry of that

him this Anſwer, That they relied

nient for the good of the preſent 
State of Aﬀairs, they ——_ to

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him the Execution of that Prince. 
But we muſt leave the Prince for 
ſome time in a Prifon which is not 
over-rigorous, to go in the mean 
while and learn Tidings of To/anda.

But let the Reader be pleaſed to take 
the following Relation of it, which 
I have drawn out of Memoires 
which were” given me for authen- 
tique. | 
The Serag/io isa very vaſt Houſe, 
wherein there 1s almoſt an infinite 
number of extraordinary fine Apart- 
ments, all diſtinguiſhed by different 
Gardens. Theſe Lodgings' are ta- 
ken up by the Grand Seignior, by 
the Sultana's, and by ſeveral *Reau- 
tiful Perſons, who are choſen out of 
all Nations in the World, Witgout 
any diſtin&ion of Birth or of Coun. 
try, Beauty alone being required for 
their admittance. Nevertheleſs,they 
perform a kind of Noviceſhip, X* 
ore 
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fore they appear tefore the Eyes of' 
the Grand. Seignior, and particular 
care is taken to teach 'em the 7ur- 
ki/h Tongue, in caſe they underſtand 
it not, that if they: have the Hoe: 
nour of pleaſing his -Highneſs, they 
may be capable of anſwering. him, 
without robbing: him of the Plea- 
ſure of Converſation, which is cer- 
tainly what commonly affords moſt 
delight. They are governed and 
ſerved by Eunuchs, who for the 
moſt part have but very little Com- 
plaiſance, and treat 'era with a great 
deal of ſeverity. The firſt Year 
they enter the Serag/io 1s ſpent in 
learning divers Exerciſes, and the 
Salamelgk, or the Reverence they . 
are taught to make in extraordina- 
ry Ceremonies. They are after- 
wards admitted,” or ſent back, ac- 
cording as they have Qualities ne- 
cell#fy to pleaſe the-Grand Seignior ; 
and the Stories which have run u 
and down Europe, of the Reſiſtance . 
his Highneſs met with in a cruel 
G 3 Beauty, 
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\ Beauty, are fo far from being true, 
that never any Lady was introduc'd 
to the Emperour, until ſhe had made 
folemn Proteſtations that ſhe loved 
him, and that the would never ne- 
. glect endeavouring to pleaſe him. 
During the firſt Year, they are 
ſhewn every day in a great Hall as 
many Pourtraicts of the Grand Seig- 
 #ior as he has Years,- each of which 
repreſents how he was made and 
clothed the firſt, Day of that Year. 
Thoſe who out of Principles of Ver- 
tue, or of Modeſty, reſiſt the Cun- 
ning and Tricks of the Eunuchs, 
who are propoſed to inſpire them 
with Love for the Grand Seignior, 
are ſhut up in a kind of Monaſtery 
conſecrated to Mahomet , wherein 
they obſerve ſeveral Vows, and prin- 
cipally. that of Chaſtity. And as 
rhe number of 'em is very ſmall, 
they are had in great veneration, 
the Turks calling 'em Zhe Wives of 
their Great Prophet. 

Jolanda having been conducted in- 
[Q 
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to the Serag/to,.. was under extreme” 
Diſquiets, upon the conſideration of 
her preſent Condition ; and tho' the 
Death of her Lover, and her other 
Misfortunes, had made ' her look 
with indifterency upon_ all- that 
could happen to her, the fear of the 
Violences which ſhe imagined would 
be done her, kept her in continual 
apprehenſions, until that an: Euro 
pean Eunuch, who was ber Maſter 
in the Turkiſh Tongue, had ſetled © 

her Mind alittle at-reſt,by acquaint-- 

ing her with what was obſerved in-: 

the Seraglio. He aſſured her, there. 

was no Example. of Force ever ha- - 

ving been made uſe of, to conſtrain + 

any Lady to fatisfie the Defircs of -_ 
the Grand Seignior ; adding, with 2 
kind of Complaint, That the Se- 
rag/io was but too much filled up 
with the Cabals of rhoſe who court- 
ed the Favour of the Sz/taya's, or * 
the Prote&ion of the Chief of- the - 
Eunuchs, 'for to inſinuate into the 
Emperour the Violence of their Paſ-

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ſion, and endeavour by ſuch like 
Artifices to be preferr'd before their | 
Companions. Tolanda being inſen- | 
ſibly diſabuſed ofthe Terrours which 
ſhe had framed to. her ſelf of the 
| Seraglio, applied her ſelf very care- 
fully to learn the 7urki/ſh Tongue, 
and ſpent the time ſhe did not be- 
ſtow upon her Leſſons, in playing 
upon Inſtruments, whereof ſhe ac- 
quitted her ſelf to admiration.

very glad to find-the Converſation

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he had promiſed to himſelf, As he 
was well acquainted with the Se- 
raglio, and had-a great Opinion of 
Zarabey, he counſelled Tolanda to 
contract a Friend{hip with her: and 
Tolanda found her own Inclination 
ſo diſpoſed to follow his Counſel, 
that ſhe willingly made all the ne- 
cellary Paces for the engaging this 
Commerce. Zarabey was one cf 
thoſe perfect Beauties who have no». 
thing but what is admirable ; ſhe 
was fair, and juſt ſuch a Perſon as 
was the very Hearts delight of the 
Grand $:ignior : Her gay Humour 
gave new Graces to: the Charms 
which abounded in her Face.

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Turkey, where a Husband may have 
a number of Wives, proportionable 
to the Eſtate he has to maintain 'em, 
would needs undeceive Zarabey, by 
giving her to underſtand, that the 
Circumſtances were not altogether 
alike in Europe, where the Laws are 
more advantageous to the Ladies, a 
Man not being allowed to marry 
more than one Wife, whom he was.

tunes. 7ol/anda had in vain deſired 
it of him ſeveral times ; he had ſtill 
excuſed himſelf, not daring to expoſe 
himſelf to the Confuſion he was 
afraid of receiving by a Relation 
whoſe end was fo Tragical to him, 
However, thoſe two Beautiful Per- 
ſons having deſired him very ear-

Perſon. T ſucceeded but too well in 
this Deſign : The Corſair having found 
me very much to his mind, treated 
me with a great deal of Civility, and 
inſenfibly let me know 1 had made 
fome impreſſion upon his Heart, Short= 
ly after he ſpoke to me of his Paſſion, 
as a great Happineſs for me, endea» 
vouring ftill to perſuade .me that he

But this 
was ſo far from making him ceaſe his 
Purſuit, his Paſſion augmented by my 
Refiſtances ; and finding my ſelf preſ- 
fed by this furious Man , Fwas-con- 
ſtrained to free him out of the Er- 
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rour my Diſguiſe had plunzed him in, 
by letting him know what 1 was. The 
Perſons who accompanied me, havin 
confirmed to him my Words, I thought 
T ſhould have been freed from his 
Perſecutions ; but the knowledge. here- 
of did put him in that rage againſt 
me, that he would needs hy our 
have me puniſhed by fifty Blows of a 
Cudgel, which he ordered ſhould be 
given me immediately upon the Soals 
. of my Feet, and which I was onely 
ſaved from by the arrival of an Offir 
cer from the C aptain Baſhaw, or Ad- 
miral, who having heard talk of the 
Misfortune of our Ship, had ſent. this 
Officer to receive the Share which was 
due to him by his Charge over all the 
Prizes, before they had embezelled 
what was moſt precious, as often hap- 
pens. The Baſhaw's Envoy, after ha- 
ving viſited all things with all poſſible 
exattneſs, choſe me, with two other 
Perſons, for his Maſters Share.

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and of my good Meen, this Officer took 
me for a conſiderable Prize : Fe ne» 
vertheleſs pretended to complain of his 
being robbed-of the beſt of his Prize, 
and defired him that he would at leaſt 
leave the two others who were to ac- 
company me ; which was granted him 
at length. I ſhall not amuſe you with 
the impertinent Particulars of my Voy- 
age, nor with the Satisfaction which 
my Guide took in carrying me along, 
He condutted me to Conttantinople, 
and preſented me to the Captain Ba- 
ſhaw. This Turk, who as the aps 
Pearance of 'a great deal of Probity, 
concealed the moſt Cruel of all Men, 
ſeemed to be wery well ſatisfied with 
me : He told me in the Lingua Fran- 
ca, (which is a Language mixed with 
Italian, and very eafte to underſtand) 
That he eafily perceived 7 was a Per- 


ſon of Quality, and that I might aſ- 
ure my ſelf he would diftinguiſh me 
rom his other Slaves. I made him no 
other Anſwer than by a Cart te ; and 
be then led me into an Apartment,

and ſpent ſeveral days without ſaying 
to me a word more, His Silence 


made me judge he had always ſpoke to 


me with ſincerity, until that having 


preſented me with a wry rich Robe, 
and wery different from that of the 
other Slaves, he told me, 'That he 
made me that Preſent, to engage me 
ro pleaſe him out of Acknowledgment, 
fince I could not do it out of Inclinati- 
on. TI made him anſwer, That TI re- 
lied much upon his Genercſity, and that 
1 was perſuaded he would not force 
me to do any thing that was contrary 
to my Religion and my Duty.

plication, aſſuring her ſhe could not 
give him a more ſenſible Token of her 
Love, Salama. called me into the 
Garden, where after having cajolled 
and careſſed me very highly, ſhe ſpoke 
to me of the Baſhaw's Paſſion, of his 
Merit, and of all the great Advanta- 
ges 1 might hope for by making Re- 
\ turns thereto. I own, that having 
been brought up in Europe, where the 
Women are ſo nice upou this Matter, 
T was amazed to ſee with what Elo 
quence Salama endeavoured. to. per- 
ſuade me to love her Husband ; which 
made me ſuſpeft that her Fealoufie had 
znſpired her to make uſe of this Arti- 
fice for the diſcovering my Sentiments. 
I made her anfwer, That T1 thaught 
the Balhaw a Man of too good a Taſte, 
and too much Senſe, having Jo lovely 
« Wife as ſhe, to entertatn auy thoughts 


of an unfortunate Slave, | perceive, 
replied 
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rep/ied Salama, that 'you are afraid 
ot diſpleaſing me, and that you per- 
haps apprehend that I ſhould trepan 
you ; but that you may no longer 


have that thought, know, that rhe. 


Baſhaw himſelf made known to me 
the Paſſion he has for you ; and as 1 
onely ſeek to fatisfie him, I have ta- 
ken upon me to ſpare him-the trou- 
ble your Reſiſtance would have cre- 
artd in him. You are a Perſon of 
too much Reafon, to bring ſo Great 
a Man into Deſpair, out of a Delica- 
cy which commonly proceeds onely 
from a falſe Principle of Modeſty, 
wedded to our Sex, which ought 
never to be put in practice, - but. 
when it ſerves. to make Men ſer 
the greater Value:upon us. . / knew 
by fo free a Diſcourſe the Seutiments 
which the Turks infuſe iato Women 
upon the Point of. Vertue, for the ren- 
aring 'em the more ſubmiſſtve to their 
Wills. . Salama did not preſs me any 


farther ; but two dxys after, having 


had me called into the ſame Gardex, 
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ſhe, made me new Thiſtances, and re- 
preſented to me more [trongly than the 
firft time, how mach it did import me 
to receive a Fortune, which ſo many 
others wiſh for to no purpoſe. 

Tho' Salama was a perfeit Beauty, 
aud that the Baſhaw diſtinguiſÞd her 
from-all his Wives ; as. (he alone could 
not fulfil his Deſires, ſhe complied like 
a Woman of Senſe with his Inconſtan- 
cy, and rendring her ſelf complaiſant 
to all his Paſſions, ſhe thereby preſer- 
ved an Empire which her Beauty alone 
Could nor have given her. Theſe Rea» 
ſons engaged her to ſolicit me with ſo 
much zeal and fervency, as produced 
in me Motions very different from 
thoſe ſhe meant to inſpire. T began 
to. have for Salama what ſhe endea- 
voured to inſtil into me for her Huſ- 
band. She exaggerated to me the Ba- 
ſhaw's Love in ſuch touching, melting 
Terms, that T could not defend my ſelf 
- againſt all the Charms which ſhe di- 
played in that moment for to perſuade 
| me: Whereupon I determined to ac- 
| quaint 
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gaaint her with what I was, without 
being able to unravel whether I did it 
to avoid falling into the Inconvenies- 
cies whereof 1 have already ſpoken, or 
out of hopes of drawing ſome Advan- 
tage from the Diſcovery I made her. 
Never was Perſon more farpris'd than 
Salama ſeemed -to be, at her hearing 
ſo extraordinary a piece of News. She 
was for. ſome time without making me 
any Anſwer , and pretending not to 
believe what I had told her, I made 
uſe of her affefted Ignorance, and took 
Liberties with her which are allowed 
of in Perſons of the ſame Sex. Fae 
ving ſucceeded in this Trial, and bes - 
lieving to find in her all the Corres. 
ſpondence I could: defire, whether ſhe 
found in me ſomething ſhe liked, or 
that ſhe was tempted by the eaſineſs of 
a Commerce which could never be ſu- 
ſpedted, ſhe made tender Returns to my. 
Tranſports, and I nicked the Occafton. 
Now our whole thoughts were onely 
how to keep the Baſhaw in his Er- 
rour , and ſeek the Means of ſeeing 
H 3 one 
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one another often. The Pretext ſhe 
took to ſpeak to me in favour of her 
Husband, furniſhed her with Occaſions 
enough ; yet ſhe was now and then 
forced to-give Reaſons for my Reſt 
ſtance, ſometimes making my Modeſty 
the Impediment , and at others my 
tad Health. We amuſed the Baſhaw

Full of theſe Hopes, I redoubled 
my Tranſports and Addreſſes to Sa- 
lama ; when that the Baſhaw, impa- 
tient in his Love, would needs inquire 
himſelf. into what he was to hope from 
me ; and ſuſpetting perhaps his Wife 
did not uſe her Efforts to prevail with 
meto comply with his Deſires, he re- 


ſolved 
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ſolwed- to watch us narrowly. The 
moſt uſnal Pl ice of our Converſations 
was a Grotto at the end. of. a Garden, 
whither People could not come without 
being perceived by thoſe who were in 
it.

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- brance 'of ſo barbarous an AQiion 
grew from poor Don Auguſtin, ſti- 
fled his Voice, and hindred him 
from being able to. continue. What 
Compaſlion ſoever 1o piteous a Sto- 
ry did create in Tolanda and Zara- 
bey, they could not refuſe:their Sex 
teeling a Contempt for Don Aug«- 
ftin, nor laughing at the State this 
cruel Accident had reduced that un- 
happy Perſon to. The Diſorder he 
was in,hindred him from perceiving 
it; and they were ſo earneſt with 
him to tell 'em the Deſtiny of Sala» 
ma, that he was obliged to continue 
his Diſcourſe 1n thefe Terms. 

The unfortunate Salama, who was 
forced by-her Husband to aſſiſt at the 
execution of his Orders, reſolved to 
prevent the Reproaches and Cruelties 
- of that Barbarian, by ſeifing a Po- 
 wyard which the Baſhaw wore by his 
Side, with which ſhe endeavoured to 
kill her ſelf ; but her Hand having

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and the Baſhaw ſurpriſed at her Res 
ſolution, had her carried away, [I was 
for above erght days in hopes Death 
would deliver me from my Ignominy ; 
however, my Teuth, and the Care that 
was taken to pleaſe the Baſhaw, who. 
had recommended that nothing fhould 
be ſpared for my Health and Recovee- 
ry (perhaps out of the pleaſure he pro- 
poſed to himſelf in inſulting over my 
Misfortune) contributed ſo much to my 
Care; that in a ſhort time I was in 
good Health, notwithſtanding the re- 
gret I had to live.

who are eaſily comforted for the loſs of 
thoſe whom they have loved with moſt 
Aﬀettion. But when that, of her own 
Motion, I ſaw that ſhe excited the 
Baſhaw 
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Baſhaw to look upon me, and to laugh, 
I perceived I had been all my Life 
long miſtaken in the good Opinion [ 
had had of the feigned tenderneſs 
of ſuch like Perſons: For my State 
was ſo far from raiſing her Compaſſion, 
that ſhe inſulted over me with ſeveral 
Railleries. The Baſhaw was ſo ſatif- 
fied with her Complaiſance, that be de-

1 (hould pardon any other Perſon ſo 
groſs an Errour, interrupted* Zara- 
bey, laughing ; but you who have jo 
much Wit, may eafily believe, that 
there be ſuch unjuſt Parents as to op» 
poſe the Flappineſs of their Children, 
when that they are choſen to enter in- 
to 
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zo the Seraglio. 1-did not remember, 
rephed Tolanda, that you had already 
called me Barbarian in the like Con- 
verſation ; nay, 1 will own, ſince you 
will needs have it ſo, that I was in 
the wrong, to ask you a (Queſtion ſo fo- 
reign to good ſenſe; but in revenge no 
ftonger defer acquainting me by what 
extraordinary good luck you have at- 
tained to a Felicity which you fo high- 
ly prize. The Eanuch, Don Augu- 
ſtin, has already made me the ſame 
Requeſt, ſaid Zarabey; I'll paſs my 
word to ſatisfie your Curioſity, as ſoon 
as we are all togethef. Happily Don 
Auguſtin came 1n in that very mo- 
ment, and Zaqrabey began her Story 
in-this.manner. 

 1The Name of my Grandfather has 
made ſo much noiſe in the Faſt, that 
I may without ſhame. own to you my 
Extraftion, if the laſt Adtion he did, 


in renouncing our Great Prophet, had | 


not defaced all his Glory.

Warriors. As ſoon as he was allowed 
to be in Occaſtons wherein he cout! 
fhew bis Courage, he gained the F.- 
fteem of all theſe who ſaw him fight. 
As T do not defign to give you here 
his Hiſtory, I'll content my ſelf with 
telling you, That after having had 
eonfiderable Advantages over the Ene: 
mics of the Grand Seigmior, Love, 
that Tyrant, which: particularly ap- 
plies it ſelf to the ſubduing of Great 
Men, triumphed over him in his turn.

xy her, I will zot give you an Acs 
count 
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count of the Circumſtances of their- 
Amours} tho' attended with very fin- 
gular F articularities. At length, after 
abundance of Difficulties, which he van» - 
quiſhed by his Perſeverance, his Love 

was rewarded, and you ſee in me the 
Fruit of the firſt Tear of their Marri- 
age. The Perſians having at that time: 
brouzht on foot a numerous Army,which 
ſeem'd to menace all the Ottoman Em- 
pire, my Father was one of the firſt on 
the March for the oppoſing their unjuſt 
Deſigns, having ever before his Eyes 
the Examples of his Father. He had” 
the misfortune to be kil'd in endea- 
vouring to make appear that he was 
the Worthy Son of the Famous Ba- 
ſhaw Cigala. Zarabey had no ſoon-. 
er named the Baſhaw Cigala, than 
that ſhe obſerved a great change in 
the Faces of thoſe who: heard her; 
but particularly in: that of Tolanda, 
who perceiving by the Relation-ſhe 
had newly heard, that Zarabey was 
of her Family, emvraced her, with-- 
out giving her time to. continue,

that bear: it, to aztract the venera- 
tion of that People,who are the moſt 
ſuperſticious of the World. _ 

The Cherifs having rendred 
themſelves formidable by that _ 
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tal War which they made againſt 
the Porz#g4js', and having almolt 
driven them out of Africe , they 
gained ſo muchithe Love of thele 
Nations , that they eaſily did de- 
| ſtroy the Beaimerignis, which were 
then the Maſters. of  {anritarce , 
and they poſſeſled themſelves alſo 
of divers. other Parts'of Africs. 
Mahomet Cherif did reunite all 
their former Authority in his own 
Perſon, and did enjoy, even unto 
an extream old Age , one of the 
greateſt Empires of the World. 
His Succeſfors had ealily preſerved 
it, if they had not had more than 
Foreign Enemies to Combate : But 
being. at variance amongſt them- 
ſelves, that vaſt Empire was in 
our time- divided into ſeveral Par- 
cels,..

Eve to that Execution Day , 
Bembucs being only with the Prince 
of Feſs, and the Princeſs Al/zirz 
his Children, he advertiſed them 
of his deſign, that they might nor 
be ſurpriz'd with the noiſe that 
they ſhould hear ; and*to ſet forth 
that important piece of Service,

chem 1n theſe terms. 

Our Blefled Prophet , the moſt 
intimate Friend to our Great Alla, 
has always been favourable to me:

me on the Throne, preferably 
unto the Father of Al; Hamer, 
and of divers others of our  Kin- 
ied, which the Right of Blood 
did call unto it before -me.

Talbor the Stranger, has by 
my order contriv'd a Mine uader 
his Appartment, this Night you 
will hear it fall, be not concern'd- 
at it, and before the People feign- 
to lament the fate of that unhap- 
py Prince. | 
Atleira, fteuck through the Heart 
at the news of this cruel reſolutt- 
on, was in the greateſt trouble” 
imaginable to-conftrain her ſelf be. 
fore her Father :' Yet ſhe did repre-- ' 
ſent to-him;, that the Great Mahe- 
»et might be offended at ſuch an 
Action , and that ir were rauch 
better to leave. to that Prophet 
the care of his own Revenge, than 
to undertake it himſelf, But Bem- 
bucs not regarding her reaſons , 
made anſwer, that Mahomet had 
ſufficiently given him to under- 
ſtand his 'Will in that, 'by 4; Ha- 
mets-Impriſonment.

But A4!zira did (o earneſtly preſs him | 
to think on his ſafety for her ſake, | 
ſeeing that he neglected it on his | 
own account,. that at laſt he went 
out, followed by the. diſguiſed 4/- | 
zira,. who had already taken all | 
the neceſſary meaſures to prevent 
all obſtacles. She did accompany

She was even on the point 
of letting her know that the Prince 
was not dead; but well foreſceing 
that the Joy of ,a Rival would 
cauſe her more trouble than would 
the ſorrow of a Friend, the iate- 
reſt of her affetions did always . 
dilwade her from giving ſo. much 
fatisfaQion to that afflicted Lover.

ſenſeor motiongnot being able to be- 
lieve that it was true,neither having: 
the power of ſatisfying her ſelf on a 
thing which ſhe (o feared ; and ap- 
prehending. alſo: left that her Fa- 
vourite ſhould take notice of the 
concern- which ſhe took in the 
Princes. 
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Prince's intereſt, Bal/ab2; ſhed' tears; 

while that CAMzira was making a 
thouſand reflections : Now ſhe tea- 
red that the Prince might have 
returned into his Chamber, a mo-

nied himunto the fartheſt Gate 
of the Palace , neither could ſhe 
ſee any likely hood, that that” Bo- 
dy which was talked of could be 
his.

eudeavouring to-eanſolate her,com- 
paſſion draw tears from him alſo, 
which cauſed. an effe& ſomewhat 
extraordinary, For Balaba# being. 
{urpriſed with ſeeing the Prince to 
weep, was willing to make 4/zir4 
oblerve her Brothers good Mature g 
but the - Prince interrupted her, 
and aflurd her, that his Siſter had 
no ſhare1in thoſe tears, which com- 
paſſion had forc'd from him at the 
ſight of the ſorrow of fo Beauti- 
ful a Perſon as ſhe her f{clf was. 
That anſwer cauſed. Ba/aba;to bluſh, 
not expecting itz and how great 
loever her ſorrow was, ſhe was 
ſomewhat moved with that flat- 
tery, winch made her return the 
Prince thanks for his Bounty. Al- 
2ira, who maugre all her diſftur- 
bance 
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bance of Mind, did till flatter her 
ſelf with+ the hopes that her Lover 
was not dead, was not diſpleaſed. 
that the Prince* her - Brother 'had 
ſpoken fo obligirngly'-'ro her 
Favorite, and did reſolve to advan- 
tage her ſelf by that' good diſpoſi- 
tion, in making Bs/4b4i wholly to 
forget A/i Hamer. | So that at all 
times that her. ſorrows did give 
her {ome intervals, ſhe would not 
loſe any occaſion to mention the 
Beauty of Balabai to her Brother, 
and of entertaining her with the 
great advantages that a Perſon 
who ſhould have the good For- 
tune to- pleaſe the Prince, might 
expect. The Prince would heark- 
en to her with pleafure, 'and ; Bu- 
labaz would confeſs, that- if after 
the loſs which ſhe had (ſo lately 
had, ſhe could be capable of be- 
ing moyv'd with any thing, the 
Prince ſhould not be indifferent to 
her.

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While that the Prince of Feſs 
was endeavouring to make her al.

imaginable. The Prince Gay/and 
had received news from all parts, 
of the death of his Kinſman 41; 
Hamet, the certain knowledge 
which he had of Bembauca's wicked 
Nature, did make him think that

nation : And to tiat purpoſe; under'pre-

#0 part us. This ſharp reply was ob- 
ſerved by all the Court 3 but the Queen 
-who was concerned at it , ſeemed leaft 
to mind it , and chang'd the Diſcouſe, 
" \'The next morning Zelinda was hur- 
i'd away before Alcidalis could ſpeak 
{toher, and left: him inthe. firſt great 
yy -afflition. he ever knew: -it = alſo 
-- _ -asgreat to her, -and more inlupport- 
Leh 


in that ſhe was forced to diſguiſe 


her 
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her ſenfe of it , and cover alſo. with = 
cheerful Face a difcontented Mind, 
hiding her misfortune in publick with 
as many Smiles , as ſhe lamented it iz 
private with Teares. 

Ofall the troubles that love brings 
with it, abſence is one of the moſt 
ſenſible, there are ſome violent3 ſome 
ſharper pains, as that of jealouſy, 
but none (o hard to bear 3 and that 
ſo oppreſſes all ſort of vigour. 

She was no ſooner gone, but Alcida- 
lis (hut himſelf up in his: Chamber, 
threw himſelf upon the Bed 3 where- 
with a ſlorm} of Sighs, and a Sea of 
Tears, he grievecd for her, rather as 
dead then Abſent; not conſidering 
that love takes ever back with Intereſt 
the joyes be lends, and Icts few of his 
Debtors reit {o long as he had done 
him: Having continucd ſeven or eight 
dayes without ſecingany but the King, 


andhim as ſ{cldom as his duty would ' 


permit , he reſolved to follow Zelinda, 
and rather Perth in -an attempt to. 
wards heppineſs, then tamely cxpet.g 
certain death from her abſence : * Aﬀter 
Hebyius one of the moſt famous Rivers 
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of Spain, has paſt along the Walls of 
Saragoſa ( as if there were nothing elſe 
worthy of him in Arragon ) he. takes 
the way of Catalonia , where. receiv- 
ing in his paſſage many rivolets, to 
make his entry more ſtately into the

radice that-Zelinde paſt her Purgatory 
and where the -Pallace of the Queen 
ſtood; She alone was ſad where all 
nature appeared to {mile 3 and loſt 
hourly that-luſter , which cvery thing 
there abouts ſcem'd to haye borrowed 
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of her; The abſence of Alcidalis 
trdubled her continually , and her Me= 
lancholly was not confin'd to the pre- 
ſent , but had likewiſe ſome preſages 
of the ills tocome, ſhe ſaw her For- 
tune, and herſelf, and Alcidalis more 
dear then both, in the: power of the 
Queen; She conſidered ,, that though 
the courage of the Prince was great, 
and his love greater, his Authority 
was yet but weak. That he would 
never be ſuffered to deſpiſe the Coun- 
trey of Barcelonia , which fortune of< 
fered him ſo opportunely with the 
Queens Daughter : To Marry an' Or.

Fortune, no Support, but afar off, that 
he alone would not he ablc to reſiſt the 
commands of the King , the good of 
the Kingdom, and the deſignes of the 
Queen, who governed both, that whilf 
they were Children , though all fa- 
vour'd their affection , yet none_ap- 
prov'd their Marriage : That many 
look't upon her already as an enemy of 
the State, and the Torch that was 
{2oner or later toſet the whole Kings 
dom on a Flame: Theſe, and ſuch 
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thoughts centinually tormented her, 
and the further ſhe look't into the fu 
turs , the more. terrible her proſpet 
grew. Oneday abovethe ett, as the 
was walking with the Queen in an cx- 
tream thick Wood , ſhe flipt from the 
company , attended only with onc 
Maid, *twas no {mall caſe to her to 
have the liberty of venting hex Gricf ; 
which at other times the almoft dou. 
bled by difſembling-, and refleQting on 
various Accidents of her life, what 
ſhe had already ſuffered , and what ſhe 
was hourly threatned with : Her Me- 
lancholly pofleſt her ſo entirely , that 
without thinking, of the way ſhe found 
her ſelf by the Banks of Hebroes: 
The Charms of fo delightful a place, 
the fweetneſs of the Air , and the plca- 
{ure ſhe took in being alone, invited 
her to continue her walk z but fearing 
the Queen might wonder at her ab- 
ſence, ſhe ſtopt when the noiſe of a 
Horne, . which ſeemed not to be far off, 
made her -turn her head towards a 
Neighbouring Mountain, where ſhe 
ſaw as ſhe thought, two men cios'd, 
and falling together from a Rock 3 but

This generous Aion 40 fur2 
prized Zelinda, that ſhe was almoft 
angry that any but Alcidalis had done 
it: But he that was on Horſeback - 
came towards her-, and paſt the River 
in a place where it was Fordable. She 
began to think it was Alcidaky, but 
not being, perteMly aſſured; ſhe askt 
her Woman it ſhe knew that Gentle- 
man 3 who anſ{wered : Madam, a far 
off we might have known him by his 
Action; but now we may ſee it is the 
Prince, As he came nearer , aſto- 
nifſhment.fear, and joy, all at once, fo 
feiſed Zelinda, that ſhe conld not 
readily find words to receive him with, 
The Prince who hada longer time to:

Madem , IT was 
arking Alcidalis ſome News of Saracoſh, 
be ( who without doubt , was thinking of 
his Hunting) did not enfiver me , 1 then 
reproacing bim with his heedleſſeneſs and: 
Silence ,. be knee'd to me of a ſuddain, 
and thong hy by - other- exeeſs of Givility 
to repair the negle& he-bad ſhew'd in not 
replying ſooner to what I ſaid, *Twas 
very civil in-him , {aid the Queen , and 
becauſe you believe the Prince is think- 
ing of bir Hunting ſtall , you have taken 
care t0'anſwer for bim. - Zeliada \ceing 
the Queen preſs her ſo hard quitted the

Thomgh it be « long time 
Zelinda fince we left both , you the beſt 
Mother 6n the world ,, and TI tbe beft 
Friend, Neither the aff: ion that Thad 
for ber , nor the laſt words ſhe recommend- 
ed you to mvcare, with ſhall ever be for- 
gotten: Andi bad theſe former confide- 
rations been wanting, your Beauty, your 
Wit, and Diſcretion , would have ſince 
obliged me tort, Having Bread you wh 
ſo long, and having fond ell theſs Bua- 
lities that gained her my affection , ſhine- 
ng in you with more Luſter ; I were u#- 
reaſonable had I not the ſame Friend- 
ſhip for you , that I profetto her, Then 
ſay T have done more for you then. ever foe 
arkt of me , fhe ouly deſired me to: love 
you as her Daughter , and I bave loved 
you bike my own, my Daughter loſt the 
Title of an only Child from the day your 
Myther dyed.

That ner greateſt content ,was to pro- 
cure his, that in having him, ſhe 
thought ſhe had all the World, and 
cared not if ſhe was ſhut up for ever 
on thele Tearms. He receives theſe 
offers of hers with great joy , and made 
ale of the Liberty the gave him to take 
away all hers, fo that cutting off dayly 
fomwhat of her Attendants , and ot a

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great Pallace , which before ſhe trad 
the freedom of, he reduced her to four 
or fave Rooms, and a few neceflary 
Servants, as the Duke gave her many 
marks of his Jealouly , he aHogave her 
ſome of his Love, And firove to 
make her Priſon as agreeable to her as 
poflible, there was no part- of the 
World that did not contrjbutc' its 
greateſt varieties to her Cloſets. Art 
and nature ſcemed to ſtrive which 
ſhould moſt adorne her Retirement, 
And ſhe ſaw al) things ſhe ceuld wiſh, 
but men , and thoſe ſhe ſaw only out 
her Windows. The Duke bought the 
Lufticft and Handſomeſt Slayes ' that 
could be found which ( to divert the 
Malancholy which muſt needs attend 
ſuch aſolitude ) he'cauſed to betaught 
to Fence,, Ride , run at- the Ring, 
aud all the cxerciſes of 'the Nobility, 
by the beſt Maftcrs of Jtaly; theſe 
were called the Slaves of the Dutcheſs, 
thrice a Week they were brought into 
a Court all ftrewed with Sand , wheze 
they did all their Exerciſes 3 The Duke 
had two deligusin this, one of divert- 
ing, his Dutcheſs, and the other of 
making 
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waking her deſpiſe all men; by letting 
her ſee in Slaves, the fame Qualities 
which are admixed in people of the 
higheſt Birth, and moſt advantagious 
E ion, Alcidalis at his coming 
into 1taly , was inforined of all this, 
and judged that no Quality would 1o 
| foon introduce him, as that of a:Slave 
to the Dutcheſs; he communicated 
his deſigns to his Gentleman', who 
had always attcnded him who Dil- 
guiling himſelf like a Merchant;, went 
tothe Officers that had the Govern- 
ment of the Slaves, and expoſed to 
ſale {Alcidalisz who having all the 
Qualities neceflary in a very eminent 
dcgreez was ſoon Bought, and ſoone 
of the greateſt and moſt accompliſhe 
men-in the, Woxld, became a Slave : A 
while he was fain to learnof them he 
might. have 'taughtz and. ſeeming to 
learn every day ſomewhat of his exer- 
ciſcs.z he in a ſhort time fo advanced, 
that-he was admired of all the World 
if he were challenged torun, Wrekile, 
Fence, or Ride , he was fo conſiant- 
ly ſacceſsfal , that at laſt he ſeemed 
bat co-bcinvitcd to ſomany —__ :

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There was-110 Prize that any one ,-Or 
number of'- his Companions , - durft 
diſpute with him : Yet among all 
the commendations he obtained , he

This laſt thought had fo prevail'd
